Beulah Also 
Is Trouble 
Politically

CORPUS CHRIST!, Tex. (AP) 


— 
Hurricane Beulah not only 


scourged Texas with winds, tor- 
nadoes and floods—the mighty 
storm also ripped wide open the 
chasm that separates Gov. John 
Connally and the state's senior 
senator, Ralph Yarborough. 


The political squall burst forth 


in a congressional committee's 
trip to investigate Hurricane 
Beulah's devastation. It left the 
committeemen groggy. 


"They got caught in some- 


thing they didn't expect and 
never really knew what hit 
them," said one of the corps of 
federal agency officials brought 
to Texas with the House public 
works subcommittee. 


The two-day survey and hear- 


ings in the disaster area ended 
Tuesday with the controversy 
between Yarborough and Con- 
nally, both Democrats, easily 
the most spectacular and per- 
haps the most lasting product of 
the expedition from Washington, 


The feuding between Connally 


and Yarborough is years old but 
had been kept somewhat muf- 
fled since President Johnson be- 
came the chief executive. 


Johnson and Connally are old 


friends, Johnson and Yarbor.

came to Texas in 1963 on the 
tour which ended in his assas- 
sination, Yarborough at first de.

At a luncheon for legislators 


and county Judges from the cen« 
tral Arkansas area, and again 
at a public dinner attended by 
about 300 persons, the governor 
said he thought the special ses- 
sion would see closer coopera« 
tlon between his office and the 
predominantly Democratic Gen- 
eral Assembly than there had 
been during the regular session 
this year. 


Because of that, he said, the 


special session should last only 
about two weeks. 


Rockefeller was grilled at the 


luncheon by members of the 
Pulaskl County legislative dele- 
gation. 


Would he favor a highway 


bond issue proposal? 


Not at this time, the governor 


said, not until public confidence 
is restored in the state Highway 
Department through an inde- 
pendent audit. 


Was he now crawfishing on 


his opposition to a dam on the 
Buffalo River? 


Supporters of a dam at Gil- 


bert have presented "rather im- 
pelling cases," the governor an- 
swered, but, no, he still opposes 
the dam. 


"You can always put a dam 


in later, but it's awful hard to 
take one out," he said. 


Rockefeller said he would re- 


main neutral on the question of 
selecting a turnpike route until 
the consulting firm of Wilbur 
Smith and Associates completed 
its study of some 1,200 miles of 
potential turnpike corridors.

Hove Some 
New Paths

SEATTLE (AP) - 
After 11 


hard-paced days of words, wor- 
ship and work, the Episcopal 
Church today had some new 
paths staked out for its opera- 
tions— both in the sanctuary and 
in the slums. 


"It was a most constructive 


and heartening convention," the 
Rt. Rev. John E. Hines, the 
Church's presiding bishop, said 
at the conclusion Wednesday of 
its triennial governing conven- 
tion. 


Its keynote, he told a news 


conference, was "reform and 
renewal, in good solid propor- 
tion." 


In the reforming process, the 


3.5-million-mernber 
C h u r c h 


opened its doors wider on sever- 
al fronts, including: 


It expanded the room for free 


theological inquiry, shoving into 
the background the old system 
for juridical control, and mak- 
ing heresy trials almost impos- 
sible. 


It opened its coffers to divert 


$3 million annually for crisis 
projects in urban slums, enlist- 
ing Negro leader snip, a venture 
drawing indications from many 
religious leaders of growth into 
a larger, interfaith effort. 


It accorded women the right 


to serve along with men in the 
Church's legislative body. 


It broadened its Christian uni- 


ty efforts, authorizing its repre- 
sentatives to move ahead in de- 
veloping a proposed plan for un- 
ion with nine major Protestant 
denominations, and to press for 
closer relations with Roman and 
Orthodox Catholics. 


It extended a welcome to all 


baptized Christians to share in 
Communion, the Lord's Supper, 
in Episcopal churches, where 
permitted by their own church- 
es. 


It opened its seminary train- 


Ing system to widescale review 
and reform, with a new board 
set up to carry out the long- 
range undertaking. 


It cleared the way for "trial 


use" in the Church's 7,500 par- 
ishes of a new Communion serv- 
ice, a revision of the central 
portion of the historic Book of 
Common Prayer. 


It opened the role of distribut- 


ing Communion to laymen—a 
task 
previously confined 
to 


priests and deacons. 


It brought youth representa- 


tives 
into deliberations, 
al- 


though they had no official sta- 
tus, and assured them of future 
Inclusion in church decision- 
making. 


It enhanced the title and tasks 


of its presiding bishop, making 
his officially the church's "chief 
pastor," and spelling out more 
fully his prerogatives in guiding 
the Church and serving as Its 
spokesman.

Rent Pledge 
Hot Nearly 
Enough 


By JACK MILLER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
It's 


going to take a lot more invest- 
ment than the $1 billion the life 
insurance industry has pledged 
for 
slum development if the 


fledgling rent supplement pro- 
gram is to grow into a major 
operation to provide poor people 
with decent housing. 


The $32 million-a-year pro- 


gram now authorized could soak 
up half the $1 billion in prom- 
ised mortgage m o n e y , says 
Philip J. Maloney, deputy com- 
missioner of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration. 


In announcing the investment 


plan Sept. 13, insurance indus- 
try 
spokesm«n said priority 


would be given to rent supple- 
ment projects. 


The Senate voted last week to 


give the administration the ad- 
ditional $40 million it asked, 
which would make $72 million 
available each year to pay rent 
supplements. 


But an earlier House bill pro- 


vided no new funds. The matter 
now goes to a conference com- 
mittee. 


Maloney said in response to a 


reporter's inquiry that expan- 
sion of the program would cre- 
ate a need for much more pri- 
vate mortgage money. Without 
setting a figure, he said if the 
money were not forthcoming, 
the program again could be in 
trouble. 


Before the life insurance mon- 


ey was pledged, the program 
was not doing well. Federal offi- 
cials said about two-thirds of 
the sponsors of projects couldn't 
get private financing. The gov- 
ernment 
pumped 
in 
federal 


funds and opposition grew in 
Congress. 


The 
Senate Appropriations 


Committee proposed that if a 
rent supplement project were fi- 
nanced with federal funds the 
sponsor would have to put up 
five per cent of the project cost. 
Most sponsors are

No Evidence Found of 
Conspiracy in Racial 
Violence in Cities 
Warns Hike 
Taxes or Face 
Inflation

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Johnson administration is in the 
delicate position of trying to 
quell fears of inflation at the 
same time it warns Congress of 
inflationary consequences that 
could result if the President's 
tax hike bill isn't enacted.

Arthur M. Ross of tht Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. His agency 
keeps 
tabs 
on prices and 


Wednesday 
reported 
another 


rise of three-tenths of one per 
cent in living costs. 


While the bureau is scrupu- 


lous in reporting the economic 
facts and staying out of political 
arguments, officials in the past 
have tended to play down price 
hikes as possibly temporary 
fluctuations rather than warn- 
ing signs of inflation. 


But the emphasis this time 


was on the likelihood of further 
increases in both retail and 
wholesale prices, and Ross even 
allowed himself to be drawn 
into giving a plug for Johnson's 
proposed 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge. 


"I really don't want to get 


into that," Ross said at a news 
conference but then proceeded 
to answer the question. 


"A tax increase would miti- 


gate price pressures," he said. 


Ross is only one of several ad- 


ministration officials who have 
first pointed to--the latest eco- 
nomic reports on rising prices, 
surging production, increased 
retail sales and the prospect of 
labor shortages that could bid 
up wages—and then have en- 
dorsed Johnson's tax proposal. 


Ross also abandoned the bu- 


reau's past hesitancy to raise its 
earlier prediction that 1967 rises 
in living costs will total no mort 
than 2.5 per cent. 


"I think it will be closer to 3 


per cent," Ross said. This would 
bring 1967 up near the range of 
last year's sharp rise of 3.3 per 
cent, the biggest in 10 years. 


The August rise of three- 


tenths of one per cent in living 
costs brought the bureau's con- 
sumer price index to 116.9, up 
2.7 per cent so far this year. 


This means it cost $11.69 last 


month to purchase typical living 
necessities worth $10 in the 
1957-59 base period. 


Wholesale prices went up for 


rubber, steel, copper, machin- 
ery,

and petroleum 


products, the bureau said.

the National Wool program, the 
Sugar program, acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas, 
commodity loans, and storage 
facility loans. 


Each year, local farmers earn 


thousands of dollars through par- 
ticipation in these farm-action 
programs. List year, 625 far- 
mers— 50 percent of all the far-
